Minutes of previous mooting were read 
and adopted. 

I'O.M.MtlMCATIO.NS. 

From Mr, Pope, superintendent of ed- 
ucation, granting temporary certiticates 
for teaching to ;Mis8 Pollanl and Miss 
Carmicliael. Received. 

From Lizzie .Sylvester and Emily *f5aker 
ap])lying for positions as toachors in the 
])ublic schools. On motion of Trustee 
Milne, who stated that there are no vacan- 
cies at present, the applications Were laid 
on the.„tablo. 

From J. Halliday, asking that the var- 
nishing of tlie seats in the schools bo post- 
poned. The secretary was instrnctetl to 
infonn Mr. Halliday that the board has 
no right to interfere with the contract, 

BILLS.

31 R. HKUj TO CO UN. I'EARSE. 

To ■riii: I'duniK. I have read (,'ouii. 
Pearse's letter in your issue of Hie 7th, 
and lind il, as usual, an iV/io.s J.iliiiis in ,i 
liydiaulie iiuddle. 1 was rather sur|iriseil 
to lind one correct sUitement in that let ter, 
and would not now reply to the others but 
tor the reason that in the present eiuerg 
eiicy it might be fraught vvitli d.-m^'cr i.. 
civic intei i-sts to allow reckless st.il ,-in,-iits 
t,i pass iiii.'halleliged. The scheme that 
Mr. Pearae v, ill insist on referring U> was 
ex]»laiiii'd to the coniicil because, on gon- 
eial iirincii.l. s. I w..,iid Hot eoiideliin one 
scheme uioe.ss .liiie lo ie|.l.ui- il with a 
better, but 1 he coun.-illors w ere di.sliiict ly 
;;iveii to understand that I lu-y were not 
asked In adopt it, and owed nie nothing 
for its preparation. Mr. Pearse has since 
asked me to furnish an estimate of its 
cost, to which 1 replied that the city 
could call for it if wanted. Seeing that 
the scheme has been so often referri'd to 
tor purposes (as I undersUind tliein) of 
misrepresentation, I will give a general 
explaiiiitiim of it herewith. This 
scheiii,- was prepared upon the prin- 
cipal that so long as the city does 
not i-ei|uire a supply of iiioVe 
tliaii l,7;'0.(KH) (not ],iiOO,l)OI) as .Mr. 
Pi-ars,- has it)g;ill,iiis [.erda,\-, it coulil In- 
HU|)i)lied by ihe present main, making it 
discharge somewhere in tho neighborhooil 
of the intei-section of Douglas street with 
t^lileen's avenue, at a level of ,'!(l feet over 
high water mark, being the point at which 
the pieseiit main would if cut discharge 
the ipiantity of water above stated, 

I had disco\ eri-d HO early as .luiie the 
2iid that a Wortliiiigton hj'draulic motor 
could be used in connection with this 
scliemo to better advantage than in that 
of th,. Ilc-iidi y .sell, -me, to .supply the 
higher le\ els, 'but 1 do ii,.l, b,r well-con 
sidm-ed reasons, think that a liydraiilic 
eiigiiie Would be advisable in either case 
unless the city was insolvent. 

This scheme involves the pumping to 
one high level reservoir of the water ue- 
cessaiy to supply all levels over about 100 
feet above high \val er, all levels lower t,> 
Ik'siipplied by gr;i\ilal ion as al present, 
excejit in case of lire. The amount ,-f 
pumping ro(juired fora long time to come 
would not exceed 240,000 gallons per day 
as a iiiaxiiiiiim. 

I Would, however,advise for this purpose 
an eiigineeapal.'le of raising l(K),OfK)galI(^iis 
|iei- da3' to a level of 225 biet over high 
w-at er mark. The working of Ihe scheme 
llieiefore involves the sujijily of any less 
ipiantity of water per day that the ciiy 
coii8iim|ition may call for than l,7.''iO,0<)0 
.gallons, of which 2.10,000 gallons or less 
would bo pumped to the higher levels. 
The general daily pressure uiioii the lIHI 
feel level would be about 10 lbs. 'I'lie 
lower levels would lie cut oll'liy valves 

fi the higher; the piiiiiping engine 

would work six or less hours out of the 
L'4, and in case of lire by opening valves 
the ]ires.siii-e upon all points under a level 
of tiO feet over high water could la; raised 

10 about 55 lbs, and by continuously riiii- 
iiiiig tho iHiiiiping engine, this i>i-eHBiiru 
could be maintained in caae of a Kcrions 
conllagration ho long as the lire lasted. 
The practical ineaning of this ia that the 
use of the city tire engines exeejit oiiu 
(that would only be used at long intervals 
on the highest. ])ai t of the higher level.s) 
would iiu done awaj' with over 75 [wv 
cent of the city area, being that jiortio'ii 
most densely populated and closely built. 
'J'he general daily pressure upon the lower 
levels, (owing to tlio relief gained by the 
drauglit ujion the main being cut 

011 above the 100 foot level during the 
day.) would be raised to' not less tlmii '10 
lha. upon the 00 foot level. .-\s to the 
cost uLpunipuig, 1 am afraid the ligiires 
of CWn. Pearse refer to^ a jieriod long 
anterior to the |ireseiit improved pinniiing 
engine. The iluty of a good ^uoilern 
piiniping engine ia one hiiiiilred million 
loot lbs. with the eiimbiistion of KWths.of 
coal undor the boiler, which is anolhei- 
way of saying that 100 lbs. of coal will 
raise one hundred million ths. of wat cl- 
one foot high. In order to pump to a 
level of 226 feet in lieight with a head of 
WAtor of.^bout 130 feot beliind tbe pumjp, 
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the actual height pumped is" 95 feet, but 
to give Mr. Pearse's figures a fair show 
call it 200 feet. The fuel cinisiimed is 
eipial to the product of the feet lift of the 
pump and the number of pounds weight 
of water raised divided by the standarti of 
duty. The calculation for LMO.OOO gallons 
of water 200 feet high will be therefore 
2,400,000 ths. iiiultiiilied by 200 feet and 
divided by one hundred million foot 
pounds, buiiig 480 lbs. of coal to raise 
240,000 gallons of water. 

A», however, there is a waste in letting 
the lire out and firing up again, call this 
Ipiantity of coal oiie-ipiarler of a ton or 
5li() instead of 4B0 lbs. We have there- 
fore the wages of an engineer for 6 hours 
per day and 560ft)3, of coal, together with 
fuel, oil, waste, intereat and depreciation 
to jiay for, and I will give ciedit for the 
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has il, but ;?2I)07.50; but to proviil 
margin of safety that will be ridiriilously 
sii|ierlliiiius and fair to .Mr. Pearse, c.iil 
this siini 50 per cent, iiioii. or, say, ¥,'il)l)0 
per aiinuni. The average cost of |r,imping 
in 12 American cities (not 24) taken from 
Faiining's book is §10.71 for one mil- 
lion gallons of water raised 178 feet high, 
a caiciilalioii good oinuigh for a good 
modern engine for a lift of 200 fei^l. Con- 
verting I'nited States into Impi'iial g'al 
Ions, tliecostof 1,(K)0,()00 Imp, -rial galhuis 
Would be S20.05, and for 210,0(10 luiiierial 
gallons, §4.81, which will prove to aniin-

I he t rue cost of puiii]iint;, and it must br 
.-iilniit ted 1 hat with this objrcl in -, iew 
their c, insistency leaves imlhiiig further t,. 
bo tlesired. The average cist of the cal 
in the 12 (not 24) .•Vineriean cities woul.l 
be S'1.50 jier ton, not $3.50 as Mr. Pearae 
has it. It will be well for the city coun- 
cil and Ihe ratepayers when Mr. Pearse 
puts his tigures (now iindeig, liug iiicuba- 
lioii) lii'b.re them, to analyze them well, 
and accept llieiu as correct with extreme 
caution and after mature deliberation. 

It would be jiossible to buy a |)uiiipiiig 
eilgiiie of a character so inferior a." to 
maki' t his piniipiug cost the amount ]iei 
annum of Mr. Pearse's eatiiuate, ■'?I0,- 
4,'i;i, but it woiihl have to l..e specially or- 
dered, because no good modern builder 
coiilil undertake audi a contract without 
making a wide departure from modern 
practice. 

The tire puniji that is now pumping to 
the higher levels is no criterion ,..f c,ist, 
tieiiig suited only for occasional w-ork at .-i 
high pressure where ecoiioiiiyof fuel is no 
object. 

It wiiuld nut be at all surprising if this 
engine coiiHumed one ton of coal daily and 
coat the city SIO [ler day. If Mr. Hendry s 
scheme can be run with a hydraulic en 
giiie so can any other i-eservoir schenie. 
With the single reservoir system, liou 
ever, tbe cost of the tire service can b,- so 
reduced as to make the cost of stc.uu 
|iuiiiping compared with the value and 
eliiciency of good 'general pressure, no ob- 
ject. The credit of the city is good. There 
is no need to adopt a scheme with a too 
low general jiressure, It may be said cor- 
rectly enough that all schemes will cost 
aliout the same to run them when built, 
and if there bo any diflerence it will be in 
tavor of lliiit whicli saves the most in fire 
aer\ icc by securing the best gencnil ]ii-ess- 
ure. .At a safe c.-dculalioii the single res- 
ervoir .system will cost J<50,(X)0 less than 
the dual, sujipoaing both schemea cap.ilde 
of delivering the same (piantity of water 
per day. 

As to difference of efHciency, tho better 
general pressure uxeludes the dual system 
from CI inipiirison altogether. 

It iiiiisl be noted that the Hendry 
scheme can only supply a million gallons 
per day with one main, when pumping to 
the higher levels by steam. 

So far as the temper and bad taste re- 
ferred to by Mr. Pearae are concerned, I 
woulil say that it, is not good taste to get 
up in council and talk about knocking ihe 
bottom out of any res|ioiisibli' hydra, iln- 
i'iigin,'i'i-'H report, and n-fcr his rcjii-rl I,, 
railr,ia,l e.igilifeis ami iiiechaiii,-s. wli,i 
kii,)w just enough about hydraulics to 
keep t he council in continual hot water. 

II is not guild t.'iste when worsted in ar,:;ii 
iiieiit to loHi' one'.i tem|ier and foruiulale 
charges of iiKobriety, and taking Ihe.ie 
two items together, they indicate a lieeid- 
ed want of all sense of propriety apd ei\ - 
ilized usages.
